Yangtze city. 

The reports made to the state de- 
partment by Admiral Charles 8. Wil- 
liams, commander of the Asiatic fleet, 
gave no figures on the number of dead, 
but said “it was believed large.” He 
reported that of the 155 Americans 
still in Nanking, 45 are women and 
twenty children. Their fate was un- 
certain when Admiral Harry H. Hough 
at Nanking reported to Admiral Wil- 
liams. 

: Demands in Ultimatum. 

Admiral Hough and the British rank- 
ing naval officer aboard the cruiser 
Emerald have served an ultimatum on 
the Chinese. general demanding: 

FIRST—The immediate protection 
of all foreigners and foreign property. 

SECON D—tThe reporting on board of 
the Cantonese general in command at 
Nanking before 11 o’clock the night of 
March 24 (Chinese time), to ‘negotiate 
respecting the outrages committed. 

THIRD—tThat all foreigners must be 
brought to the bund under escort by 
10° o’clock the morning of March 25 
(Chinese time), which is 9 o'clock New 
York time, tonight.

are not complied with, Aamiral Hough 
reported to Admira) Williams, Nanking 
will be treated as a military area.

Washington, D. C., March 24.—(#)— 
American naval forces in Chinese 
waters are under the direct command 
of Admiral C. 8. Williams, commander 
in chief of the Asiatic fleet who, with 
a force of 21 naval vessels carrying 
2,718 biue jackets and 200 marines in 
addition to the 1,500 landed at Shang- 
hai, is engaged in the task of protect- 
ing American lives and property.

General Pledges Safety 
to Shanghai Whites.

SHANGHAI, China, March 24. — 
China does not want communism, it 
wants production, Gen. Pai Chung-hsi, 
commander-in-chief of the Cantonese 
forces in the Shanghai district, told 
THe TRIBUNE today. 

Gen. Pai has his headquarters in the 
Lunghwa arsenal at Yamen. He oc- 
cupies the same offices that previously 
were occupied by Gen. Li Pao-chen, the 
northern leader, who ordered so many 
beheadings of southerners. 

However, the surroundings today 
bear a greatly changed aspect, for in 
place of the familiar Peking five barred 
flag, which has flown from the arsenal 
flagstaff for the last sixteen years, the 
‘surroundings now are ablaze with the 


nationalist revolutionary red, white 
and blue flags, with the white sun in 
the corner of each. Where formerly 
the arsenal courtyard was filled with 
nondescript, slouching northern 
soldiers, most of the soldiers about the 
place now are the Cantonese, much 
smaller in stature, better dressed and 
| consisting largely of the student class. 
Friendly te Americans. 
As soon as the soldiers learned that 
, THe TRIBUNE correspondent was an 
|'American they immediately became 
friendly and he was immediately be- 
sieged by questioners desiring informa- 
tion on the American attitude toward 
| the revolution. 
Gen. Pai is 34 years old. He is a 
| native of the city of Kweilinfu, Kwang- 
|} si province, and got his first education 
through participation in the original 
revolutionary outbreak at Wuchang in 
1911. He has been an associate of 
Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, the Cantonese 
army leader, for many years. 

Gen. Pai said emphatically that he 
does not intend to interfere with the 
. foreign status here; that while the 

revolution is directed against imperia}- 
lism, it is not directed against foreign- 
ers individually. He also said the 
nationalists are not opposed to Christi- 
‘anity or mission schools and are par- 
| ticularly favorable to the American 
'Y. M. C. A., which is helping Chinese 
youths educationally, morally and 
physically. 

General Blames Radicals. 

. When asked regarding certain anti- 
Christian movements in the interior, 
Gen. Pai said that these were the work 
of individual radicals, and must not 
be credited to the nationalist move- 
ment which is committed to the prin- 
ciple of religious freedom. With ‘ref- 
erence.to labor and economic questions, 
Gen. Pai declared that all classes are 
equal under the Cantonese régime, that 
labor unions must be recognized and 
they will be suppressed no longer, as 
under militarism. He is urging the 
Chinese chambers of commerce to or- 
ganize arbitration boards immediately 
in order to prevent clashes between 
capital and labor. 

Gen. Pai said nationalist officials 
would arrive soon from Hankow to 
open negotiations on political problems 
in Shanghai and he said he hoped that 
the foreign interests would adopt a 
conciliatory attitude in order to facili- 
tate a settlement in accordance with 
China’s nationalist aspirations. 

Ciain All South of Yangtze. 

Gen. Pai said all the territories of 
China south of the Yangtze now are 
controlled by the nationalists and he 
expects that the entire nation will be 
come nationalist before next Christ- 
mas. He said it was not pnssibie to 
reach a compromise with Gen. Chang 
Tso-lin, Manchurian war lord and head 
of the Peking government. He believes 
a rebellion is likely in Manchuria due 
to the serious economic situation pro- 
duced by the floods of paper currency. 
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Nanking many times has been {% 
capital of the Chinese empire. Hai .

river and is surrounded by gray stone 
walls from 40 to 90 feet high and 20 
to 40 feet thick.

‘DEVELOPMENTS IN CHINA. 


Admiral Williams has notified the navy depart- 


| ment that @ number of American civilians have 


‘been killed and wounded at Nanking. An Asso 
 @tmted Press dispatch in the afternoon papers re 
hl! on which they had been assembied for protec- 
tom was shelled by the Cantonese force. 

If this is accurate, the killing can hardly be 
gecribed to trregulars or troops out of hand. It 
was probable, if not certain, that there would be 
some violence of the latter sort, for it is not un- 
common in war even when armies are better con- 
trolled than they can be in a revolutionary state. 
But shelling means artillery ani suggests that the 
nationalists’ victories have encouraged extremists 
to let themselves go against the foreign devils. 

Prediction of events in China does not tempt us, 
bat it does not seem improbable that the nationalist 
movement is passing jnto a new stage of acute 
anti-foreignism, which will dispose of all moder- 
ate leadership and create an international situa- 
tion of far reaching consequences. Under the 
adroit guidance of Russian advisers working with 
the tendency of all revolutions to pass from right 
to left, from moderation to excess, conditions may 
develop which a handful of foreign troops and a 
equadron of ships will be unable to combat. If, 
as is then likely to follow, all foreign interests are 
‘expelliei from China, the impact will be felt 
throughout Asia. The,British postition in India will 
be seriously compromised and may soon be made 
quite untenable. The Dutch will have more trouble 
af Java, where anti-foreignism and even commu- 
miem have attained to some. organization, and 
Japan's socialist movement is likely to enter a 
more serious stage. Also the independence party 
in the Philippines will have new fuel. 

Our own stake in the orient is not essential to 
eur prosperity or security, but when we read that 
Moscow is celebrating the taking of Shanghai as 
if it were a Russian victory we may have reason 
to meditate upon the interesting possibilities of 
an Asia dominated by Russian diplomacy and do 
mestic intrigue. We are not disposed to take 
too seriously plans for a united Asia and a world 
war of the yellow and brown races against the 
white. The diversity and depth of race and re- 
ligious cleavage in Asia are obstructions to any 
large unity that will endure very long even if it 
could be accomplished for a moment, but the itm- 
mediate prospects offered by the success of the 
Cantonese under Russian advice and with Rus- 
sian aid are not to be underestimated. 

We shall await with interest the fate of Gen. 
Chang Kai-shek, Mr. Eugene Chen, others in 
the Cantonese movement who are said to be op- 
posed to bolshevik domination and extreme meas- 
“ures against the foreigners in China. If they are 
mot assassinated or executed for treason to the 
revolution in the bolshevik manner or driven to the 
nearest foreign refuge, they may be able to 
stabilize the situation upon a basis which will 
permit the foreign governments to negotiate toler- 
able terms. A transition period is desirable from 
the standpoint of Chinese independence and ma- 
terial progress as well as from that of foreign in- | 
terests and international peace. But the prestige 
of the occident is being badly shaken and with it 
the ability of Chinese moderates to contro] the 
nationalist movement. 

The latter have put their faith in the inherent 
conservatism, individualism and property sense of 
the Chinese, and these may defeat bolshevik ef- 
ferts to create a proletarian revolution in China 
amd thus gain virtual contro! of China’s foreign 
relations. iiut new forees are at work among 
these people and no one knows how powerful they 
are or how extensively they will operate under the 
imcitement of plausible extremists. Certainly the 
common man in China has had a wretched life, 
judged at least by our standards, and the roseate 
_ promises of communism might well capture him. 
The Chinese habit is conservative and the Chinese 


the Chinese are capable also of violent explosions, 
all the more violent because of the self-repression 
which they practice.

BIGGER AND BETTER 
VOLSTEADISM. 


Judge Hand of the United States District court in 
New York has decided that any one who lays down 
a barrel of cider or grape juice and lets nature take 
its course has violated the Vplstead act. The judge 
was interpreting the paragraph of the law which 
says the householder needs no permit and cannot 
be punished for manufacturing “ non-intoxicating 
cider and fruit juices exclusively for use in his own 
home.” That provision was put in the law by men 
who knew what would happen to the fruit juices if 
they were left alone. Unless the consequences of 
fermentation were in the minds of the legislators, 
it is hard to see why the matter was mentioned 
at all. It would have been as sensible to include 
in the prohibition law a provision permitting the 
boiling of eggs. As a matter of fact, of course, 
the provision was included to exempt farmers from 
the rigors of prohibition. Prohibition was to reg: 
ulate the conduct of the city man but not of the 
farmer. Otherwise the law might never have mus- 
tered a majority vote. The home brewing clause 
tn the Volstead act was intended as a joker, but 
Judge Hand has re to laugh with the con- 
gressmen who wrote it. ordered ten barrels of 
home made wine confiscated. 

On the same day, two of the three judges of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals in Chicago 
decided that any restaurant which serves the non- 
intoxicating ingredients of a highball can be closed 
for a year provided that the odor of liquor is in 
the place. The liquor need not be sold by the pro- 
prietor or any of his employés; it may be brought 
in by the customer in a flask and carefully con- 
cealed. The law says any place in which liquor 
“is kept” is a public nuisance and may be closed 
for a year as such and the judges have chosen to 
interpret the words to meaa any place where 
liquor is. The Court of Appeals, Judge Alschuler 
dissenting, says in effect that any restaurant 
which serves. ginger ale and cracked ice without 
first searching the customer who ordered it to see 
if he has a hip flask is in imminent danger of hav- 
ing its property confiscated. The facts do not 
have to be passed upon by a jury. If the judge is 
led to believe that some one smelled liquor, the 
doors may be padlocked. 

These decisions mark the trend of prohibition en- 
‘forcement. Opponents of the Volstead act may 
get a measure of satisfaction from the New York 
decision which, if it establishes a precedent, may 
make the law bear upon those who intended to 
exempt themselves from its provisions but neither 
finding, we believe, will cheer those who are con- 
cerned about the right of citizens to hold property 
and mind their own business. Here are additional 
legal precedents for confiscation.

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DRUG HABIT PENALIZES 


ADDICT IN THE END. 
ROF. POULSSON of the University 
of Oslo classes cocaine addiction 
with other drug habits such as al- 
cohol, opium, morphine, _ heroin, 
hashish, or marijuana. | 

In an article on cocaine in the World's 
Health he gives the history of cocaine 
from the beginning of Buropean know!l- 
edge of it. 

When Pizarro reached Peru in 1532 he 
found the chewing of coca leaves to be 
a custom, and under certain circum- 
stances and at certain times a religious 
rite. During divine services the priest 
chewed coca leaves, and the burning of 
the leaves was a part of the offering to 
the gods. The,religious leaders had 
mace this a part of the sacred ritua! 
because of the common experience that 
the chewing of coca leaves imparted to 
aman a sense of strength and superi- 
ority which he could not explain and, 
therefore, regarded as divine. 

Dr. Poulsson offers the suggestion that 
the Peruvians used coca leaves thou- 
sands of years before Pizarro came, and 
that it entered into the religious devo- 
tions of the powerful and cultured races 
who preceded the Incas. The South 
Americans still use it much as our people 
use alcohol. He says that about 1906 
Peru and Bolivia togethér were using 
about 32 million pounds of leaves a 
year, They use it because they think 
doing so enables them to do their best 
work. If it is carrying a heavy load 
on his back a long distance up and down 
the mountains, the peon chews the leaves 
to give him strength and to stay his 
hunger. If a member of the intelli- 
gentsia wishes to write an immortal 
poem, he chews coca leaves for inspira- 
tion. If a statesman wishes to con- 
clude a treaty for his country he chews 
the leaves to permit him to gain advan- 
tage over his adversary. I have known 
a professor in‘a medical college to chew 
coca leaves as he walked to the lecture 
halls. .

THE CORN BORER. 

Mendota, IIL, March 23.—I grew to 
young manhood on a farm in Clarion 
township, in the northeast corner of 
Bureau county, LI., the very garden spot 
of this country. Back in the ‘seventies, 
the wheat crop, one year, was practically 
totally destroyed and the adjoining corn- 
fields attacked with disastrous results by 
the chinch bug. Our farmers discon- 
tinued growing wheat for a number of 
years and the pest was so reduced, at 
least, that it has been harmiess ever 
since. 

The same remedy applied to the corn 
borer will bring the same results. The 
corn borer is still outside the real corn 
belt of our gountry. It can and should 
be exterminated where it now is. If it 
is not exterminated where it is it will, 
in a short time, reach the corn belt 
proper, when its ravages will be multi- 
plied a thousand times and the damage 
cannot be estimated. 

Immediate steps should be taken that 
not a hill of corn be planted in the ter- 
ritory now infested by the corn borer. 
That can be accomplished by the farmers 
themselves, or by the state or federal 
government, if necessary. This should 
and must be done. The corn borer can- 
not thrive where no corg is grown. 
Canada should join us in this war of 
extermination of the corn borer and I 
believe she would gladly codperate. 

While this campaign of extermination 
is going on in the infested areas, a 
neutral zone, so to speak, of about 
twenty-five miles wide, entirely sur- 
rounding these areas, should be fixed, 
in which no corn must be planted. 

This plan, at first thought, might seem 


heavy financial losses on the farmers in 
the infested areas and neutral zones. It 
need not be so. Horses, hogs, and cattle 
can be made to do fairly well without 
corn. Wheat, barley, oats, rye and the 
several kinds of clover and alfalfa maka 
fairly good susbstitutes. No land would 
need to lie idle. In the infested localities 
the corn crop, fortunately, is a minor 
one and for that reason the losses sus- 
tained by not growing corn need not be 
great.

City Doctor Would Have 
Chicago Copy System. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. 
Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Spe- 
cial.}] — Admission that the city of 
Cleveland dumps its raw sewage into 
the same body of water from which it 


later draws its drinking water Supply 
was made today by Harry L. Ruck- 
wood, health commissioner of that city, 
when he appeared as a witness today 
before Charles E. Hughes, special mas- 
ter in the Chicago water diversion con- 
troversy. 

Mr. Rockwood was placed on the 
stand by Wisconsin and other lake 
states now contesting Chicago's rizht 
te a water diversion in an attempt to 
show that even if the water supply 
through the sanitary canal was com- 
pletely stopped Chicago could obtain 
_ @ pure water supply by completely fil- 
tering and chlorinating Lake Michigan 
water. 

Would Have Chicago Do Same. 

“ Cleveland has no complete sewage 
treatment plants,” Mr. Rockwood said, 
“and we have a good water supply. 
Only a small portion of the sewage is 
treated. Under present conditions the 
sewage passes into Lake Erie in a raw 
state with the exception of only a 
small portion.” x 

“Assuming that Chicago had no 
water diversion, that all her sewage 
was completely treated chemically, 
that all drinking water was filtered 
anéfthe intakes placed twenty miles 
from the Chicago river, could that city 
have as pure a drinking supply as 
it has at present?” 

Mr. Rockwood answered: “Yes. 
Diversion is not necessary at Chicago. 
Filtration and chlorination would safe- 
guard the water for drinking pur- 
poses.”

for Speed Record 


Daytona Beach, Fla. March 24.— 
[SpeciaL] — Too much interference 
while the 1,000 horse power British 
racing automobile, the “ Mystery 8,” 
was being given its first real speed 
test on Daytona Beach this morning, 
prevented Maj. H. O. D. Segrave, the 
pilot, from setting a new American, if 
not a world’s record. 

Twice, while the test was being run, 
motorcycle officers patrolling the beach 
sought to keep apace of the racer, 
and each time, through fear of a pos- 
sible collision, Maj. Segrave was com- 
pelled to reduce speed to forty miles 
an hour. 

At times, according to Maj Segrave, 
he was traveling at the rate of 1388 
miles per hour. 

The test was made over a mile 
course and was timed by Odis Porter, 
official timer of the American Automv- 
bile association, 

The only clear record “obtained, 
though, was for the second trip over 


the mile course in which the racer 


averaged 166.51 miles an hour. 

Later in\the day Maj. Segrave an- 
nounced that he had decided to aban- 
don speed tests for the next four or 
five days.
